It was not very extraordinary that 
no such attempt had been made. 
Whatever may have been the reason, 
Hitler may have thought he could get 

way with what he had got without 
fivuling for it or possibly if was that 
his preparations were not sufficiently 
complete, 

Seven months hud cnabied us to 
get ready to consolidate and tune up 
every arm of defence, and to add to 
our fighting strength so that we 
could face the Cuttire with a calm 
and steudy mind., ny 

Seven montha, he said, bud been of 
little use to Hitler because it fourl 
him with no longer a margin of 
atrength to carry on. : . 

Even now the Nazis were enslaving 
Poland, Caechoslovakia and dragging 
the people from their homes to work 
like slaves in Germany, 

Our trouble, he sald, wus opposite. 
We were not yet making full use of 
our manpower. ‘This was being dealt 
with rapidly. . 

No Food Shortage 

Turning to certaln aspects of Ger- 
man propaganda, he sald there were 
Germun reports that we were short 

of food. Ag everyone knew we have 
‘no snortage. 
Then there was the growth of sen- 
timent by the neutral countrics which 
| compared our methods of warfare 
with those used by the Germans. 
.We may have committed technical 
brenches of thelr neutrality some- 
times by accident and sometimes not 
by aceldent. But there was all the 
world of differcnce between what we 
hod done and those terrible cullous 
and wicked procecdings on the part 
of Germany. who-had sunk neutral 
ships without warning and left their 
crews exposed to the perils of the sca. 

He mentioned the fact that Ger- 
many had not got a real friend in the 
world although there may be many 
who were still dominated by fear ot 
aver military power, . 

It could not be expected, howcver, 
that we should allow Germany in- 
dennitely to profit by our serupulous= 
ness, ‘ 

Whatever the neutrals might say 
the public knew that our victory 
spells f{rced6m for them nnd our de= 
feat condemns them to shivery.

“Now after seven months of 
war,” he sald, ‘FT feel ten times 38 
confident as at the beginning.”

LONDON, Apr. 4 (Reuter) -—A 
Laingie Sunderland type flying boat 
routed slx German aircraft attacking 
a convoy in the North Sea yesterday,

It shot down one of the German 
plancs in fames and so damaged an- 
other that it wax foreed to land in 
Norway. sot 

It was the first time that a British 
flying-boat had béen in combat, and 
its opponents were the Junker 88 
type, which are ‘among the latest, 
fastest and most munocuvrable .

The battle was one of the most 
spectacular which had ever occurred 
over the North Sea.

Junkers Routed 

Inside the Sunderland there was a 
continuous blare of sound as the tail 
gunner revolved his huge turret, 
swerving-the-four-suns-beam to-boam, 
while amidships the gunners swung 
the guns to keep the enemics in their 
sights. 

A few minutes afterwards two 
Junkers retreated’ while the other 
four came in swiftly. The Sunder- 
land's tail gunner held his fire until 
the Junkers were 100 yards = awsy. 
He then opened all .four guns. 

The leading Junker spun down to 
the sea in flames and another swerved 
away after receiving a cascude of 
bullets in one engine. . 

It was this plane which landed in 
Norway, + 

The remuining Junkers got the full 
ating of the Sunderland's tall as thcy 
finally departed,

already shot at 15,000. 

There have, indeed, been cases 
of actual torture. Conditions in 
the concentration camps are appal- 
ling. Religion Is systematically 
persecuted, The crowntng iniquity, 
in the words of the Vatican broad~ 
cast, “Iles in the cynical suppres- 
sion’ of all but the ‘merest sugges- 
tion of religious worship in the 
lives of onc of the most pfous anu 
devotional of the peoples of 
Europe.”

Tribunal’s Roport

Neutrals Increasc Imports 

LONDON, Apr. 4 (Reuter).—Mr. 
Ronald Cross, Minister of Economic 
Warfare, said in the House of Com- 
mons ‘to-day that in four months end- 
{ng last December the Unltcd States 
exports to the United Kingdom and 
France showed an Increase of $22,- 
000,000 as compared with the same 
period in 1938. 

The value of United States exports 
to Holland, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Scandinavia was $68,000,000 higher 
than for the same period in 1938. 

He gave his assurance that the

And oats are a very casy 
crop to grow. Almost any type of 
land wil give a good yleld. 

It would not be a difficult tasle to 
grow all of our oats. In fact, it can 
be accomplished with caso ond

RESH milk. We can in- 

erease, the consumption, 

thus reducing the demand for some 

forelgn foodstuffs..

enough milk produced in Britain to 
meet all our requirements. 

But manufactured milk in all its 
forms, including butter, should be a 
subject for cconomy.

We should cat less mutton’ and 
lamb, For we graze on our own 
pastures less than half the sheep that

‘And we eat too much of it, A 
reduction in the natlonal consumption 
could be effected with benefit to the 
health of the community.
